Party Leaders and Lorimer- 
Lincoln League Cool to 
Primary Project. 


PROGRESSIVES LIKE IDEA. 


Former Mayor Dunne and Wil- 
son Demoerats Want the 
Plan Adopted. 


Almost to a man the seasoned politicians 
of Chicago—in both big parties—repelled the 
suggestion yesterday that precinct commit- 
teemen be elected upon openly declared 


| platforms which would express their presi- 


dential preferences. They did not take kind- 
ly to the idea advanced in THe TRIBUNE 
that there could be a test on the presidency 
through the medium of the precinct commit- 
teemen who are to be elected at the direct 
primaries on April 9. 

“Impractical,”” “fallacious,” ‘ bunk,” 
were a few adjectives which were applied 
by the practical men known as the main cogs 
in the two big political machines in Chicago 
and Illinois. 

One Democrat of conspicuous prominence 
favored the proposal. He was former Mayor 
Edward F. Dunne, who is on the verge of 
announcing his candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination for governor. 

Not a member of the controlling organiza- 
tion within the Republican party would con- 
sider the plan for a second as a “reasonable” 
proposition. 

“Lorimer Men Denounce Idea, 

The Lorimer-Lincoln league was so fussed 
about it that Willlam Hale Thompson, as 
chairman of the league's executive commit- 
tee, issued a formal statement denouncing 
all primary lawa or approaches to direct 
voting upon candidates of any degree. 
“Yéncoin never would have stood for it.“ 
‘The progressive Republican headquarters 
hailed the proposal with joy and let it be 
known that nothing could be more patis- 
fattory than ta make it the test of strength 
on precinct co itteemen in every precinct 
in the state as to whether the aspirant is 
for Taft, Roosevelt, or La Follette. 

Woodrow Wilson's boosters said Wilson 
candidates are already in the open as seek- 
ers for the once despised precinct commit- 
teeships, and ‘that before the primary time 

arrives there will be at least 500 declared 
Wilson candidates in the going for the Dem- 
ocratic primaries 

“Unsatisfactory,” Says West. 

„ do not believe that the result of such 
an expression on the presidential candidates 
would be satisfactory,“ said Roy O. West, 

of the Republican state committee.

be printed on the official ballot or on a sep- 
arate unofficial ballot. 

“If the election cammissioners would con- 

t to print the names of the presidential 
tes on the ballot it i probable ’s 
taxpayer would apply to the courts for an 
injunction. If the names are to be printed 
on separate unofficial ballots, the expense 
of printing must be met. If an attempt was 
made to carry out this plan under the super- 
vision of the official judges and clerks of 
election there would probably be trouble in 
a number of wards. 

“I do not believe that either of these plans 

would give results that would be satisfac- 


tory.” f 
Busse Doubts Efficiency. 

I doubt the efficiency of the plan suggest- 
od.“ said former Mayor Busse. “The ex- 
pression of the voters would be incomplete. 
In many instances it would be confused and 
in others misleading. The plan would not 
give a @efinite expression of choice. If it 
does not do thet its value oan be questioned 
—for that surely would be its purpose. Sup- 
pose there are three candidates for presi- 
dent and then consider a few combinations 
of conditions which will be encountered. 
Suppose in one precinct there is only one 
candidate for committeeman. Suppose in 
another precinct there are four candidates 
for precinct committeeman. Two candidates 
must have the same presidential preference. 
Suppose in still another recinct three- 
fourths of the voters who go to primaries 
are in favor of a certain presiderftial poss!- 
bility. Then suppose there are three candi- 
dates for committeeman and all three favor 
that same presidential aspirant. 

The value of the primary scheme suggest- 
ed does not appeal strongly to me. Ido not 
think that it would give a result of value.”

The Lincoln Protective league of Illinois 
was organized to perpetuate the doctrine of 
Abraham Lincoln, and as a direct primary 
law conflicts with his teachings I, naturally, 
as chairman of the executive committee, am 
cpposed to the direct primary system. 

“Why should we now, at the instigation 
of men who are not advocating Republican 
principles, but who are enunclating socialistic 
doctrines, turn our backs upon the time hon- 
ored principles of Republicanism. 

History records the fact that whenever 
we have departed from Abraham Lincoln's 
teachings we have done so to the injury of 
our party.“ 


Not Practical, Says McCarthy. 

“T° would be for such a scheme, were it 
at all practical,” was the statement of Jonn 
McCarthy, chairman of the Democrat's 
executive committee, “but it ſen't pras- 
tical. The precinct committesmen, when 
elected under the primary, will be so far 
removed from the delegates who will choose 
the national convention delegates that there 
will be no direct influence felt from them 
when the national delegates are chosen.

I have always maintained thet the 
spirit of the direct primary should pervade 
the government from top to bottom. There 
ig no reason, to my mind, why, didate. 
for precinct committeeman should et openly 

declare his policy, as much as is demand 


of any other candidate for public office." 7 ! 


“Force Candidates in Open.” 

“ Candidates for precinct committeemen 
should be forced into the open upon a direct 
statement of what they intend to do on the 
presidency,”’ was the comment of George 
C., Sikes. 
as an announced candidate for precinct com- 
mitteeman upon the platform that I am for 
Woodrow Wilson for president. By primary 
time the Woodrow Wilson forces in Chicago 
will have not less than 500 candidates for 
precinct committeemen in as many pre- 
cincts and openly avowed Wilson men with 
no other strings attached. That is the only 
way in which there is to be a chance to get 
Wilson Gelegates fram Illinois. We would 
welcome a straightway test, but that is 
impossible under the direct primary law, of 
course. The next best thing is that which is 
proposed in Tu TRIBUNE this morning.“

SENATOR LORIMER—Our election com- 
misisoners, since I have been in Chicago, 
have been controlled, as we have it by com- 
mon report, by the county judge, the man 
that is county judge. 

SENATOR KERN—And you believed that 
Judge Carter had improperly controlled 
them? 

SENATOR LORIMER-—I know that Judge 
Carter was in favor of recounting the ballots 
and believed he was good enough lawyer to 
know that he had not any right to recount 
the ballots in a congressional contest, and I 
knew that that was a violation of the law, 
and I knew that he was encouraging a vio- 
lation of the law; and I thought it was an 
unfriendly act. 

MR. HANECY—tThe result of the recount 
demonstrated that all of the charges that 
had been made by Tue Tarsus and other 
unfriendly newspapers as to you were abso- 
lutely false? 

SENATOR LORIMER—Yes, it did. No- 
body thought of making a complaint against 
any of the judges and clerks of election, and 
nobody was complained against to the au- 
thorities; nobody said that there was any 
corruption in any one precinct in the whole 
congressional district after the recount was 
made. 


Mr. Lorimer then described his participa- 


tion in breaking the Illinois Harrison delega- 
tion to the Minneapolis convention. He told 
how his congressional district convention re- 
convened, rescinded its Harrison instructions 
and instructed Delegates Lorimer and Ma- 
gerstadt for Blaine. This aroused consider- 
able curiosity on the part of Senators Jones 
and Kern, who inquired closely into the re- 
calling of the district convention. 


Says Kohleaat Threatened. 

Mr. Lorimer said that at Minneapolis H. H. 
Kohisaat sent a reporter to him with the 
meseage that “if I did not stop working 
and organizing for Blaine he would drive 
me out of the Republican party.“ 

Mr. Lorimer said Mr. Kohlsaat, then edit - 
ing the Inter Ocean, subsequently opposed 
his candidacy for clerk of the Superior court. 

SENATOR LORIMER—Cook county gave 
40,000 Democratic majority that year, but I 
ran about 7,000 votes behind the balance of 
the ticket. I had been superintendent of the 
water department and, just prior to my can- 
didacy, I resigned that office to take the Re- 
publican nomination for clerk of the Su- 
perior court. After I was nominated, and, 
I think, probably a week or seven or eight 
days before the election, the newspapers 
combined in a story, the substance of which 
was that I hed stolen about half a million 


dollars of the funds of the water department. | 


The superintendent of the water depart- 
ment at that time bad been the assistant 
under me, and he was a personal friend of 
mine. He was suspended during an investi- 
gation. Mayor Washburne told me he ap- 
pointed expert bookktepers to investigate 
the water department that were recommend- 
ed to him Dy Mr. Kohlsaat. The examina- 
tion of the books went on a consierable time 
after the election. Then there was nothing 
more said about it until they made their re- 
port, and there were about four lines pub- 
lished in each one of the newspapers of the 
city at that time to the effect that they found 
that Lorimer had turned in every cent he had 
ever coliected. But, in the meantime, they 
created an impression in the minds of the 
people of our city that I had stolen half a 
million dollars.

Sanitary district trustees are awaiting with 
interest ‘the. return of their engineers from 
Washington, where they are conferring with 
Gen. Bixby. Disposal stations to care for 
some of the city’s sewage, which now. goes 
into the drainage canal, will be established, 
if necessary, they say. 

“If the United States government will not 
permit us to comply with the terms of the 


water shall be used in diluting the sewage, 
we shall have to establish disposal sta- 
tions,“ said Trustee Thomas J. Healy. It 
all the sewage cannot be cared for by the 
drainage canal, I favor the establishment of 
incineration plants, or some sort of disposal

Municipal Judge Edwin K. Walker and As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Charlies E. Barrett 
yesterday testified on behalf.of Inspector 
Wheeler and his four aids on trial for al- 
leged inefficiency and neglect of duty. The 
jurist and the prosecutor gave the policemen 
high characters and declared their work in 
the prosecution of cases indicated efficiency, 
good judgment, and honesty.

Suggests Using Gravel in the 
Streets to Prevent Falls 
of Horses. 


LONDON IS KIND TO NAGS. 


Marquis Says Balling of Snow 
Under Hoofs Is Stopped by 
the Use of Tallow. 


BY THE MARQUIS OF QUEENSBERRY 
It is distressing to read in Tun Tuns 
about the excessive mortality of horses due 
to the cold weather and slippery streets. 
Surely the rate of mortality, 4 per cent, 
is high—in fact, a much gréater percentage 
than in other big cities. In common witb 
other sportemen, I think there must neces- 
sarily be a certain amount of sorrow felt 
when horses suffer, and it is natural to look 
about to devise some means to prevent 30 
many falle. 

The slipping of horses in cities like Lon- 
don and Paris is not peculiar to the cold 
weather, but perhaps there are more falle 
on thé asphalt or wood pavement in Lon- 
don after a slight rain than during a cold 
and icy spell. In winter horses are shod 
accordingly and in the wet weather the road- 
ways I speak of are clean washed, with 


the grease removed. 


In London at different pelints along the 
main thoroughfares there are iron recep- 
tacles containing gravel and sand, and in 
herd weather, that ils snow and frost, boys 
freely throw this from their scoops over 
the streets. At every cab stand there are 
lurge quantites of gravel and horses al- 
ways get a good start off, for their legs 
are apt to get cramped through standing. 
— 

I am glad to see the suggéstion made in 
Tus Tristwe that when horses are lying 
on the ice bound ground that the humane 
provision should be made to put a rug or 
dlanket under them. Rough sacking would 
do just as well and in carts or wagons de- 
livering merchandise there is usually some- 
thing of this kind cartied. It is invamable, 
too, in assisting a horse to get on its legs 
again. 

There is no reason to GAiescredit the re- 
port published that four per cent of falling 
horses die at this time of year. There may 
be some provision, so far as I know, to send 
gravel carts afound, but I have not seen 
them. After a severe frost or a light fall of 
snow, carte should. proceed slowly while two 
men on the mound of soll throw out the 
sandy substance into the streets. Van horses 
or carriages horses can thus proceed with a 
minimum of risk. 

Of course, it Is expensive, but apart from 
the humane point of view, the great loss 
entailed to corporations or privete indi- 
viduals through the risks to the horses must 
indeed be considered. Cinders are almost 
as good, but somehow the gravel gets in 
and makes a surer surface. I am not sure 
whether finer sand wotld do, but there 
should be plenty of this.
